LECTURE BY DR. PERCY BUCK.

MANIFESTATION OF 


SYMPATHY. 
‘REUTER’S TELEGRAM.) 
NEW YORK, Jone 15. 

Probably the most impressive seene wit- 
nessed hére during the present war developed 
last night at the great Allied Bazaar now 
in progress in this city. Taps in honour of 
the memory of Lord Kitchener were sounded 
at nine o clock. Immediately the whole 
throng of revellers, shouting and laaghing 
at one minute to nine, changed into a pro- 
cession of mourners. Motor cars were stopped 
at the entrance to the Bazaar, and women in 
evening clothes bowed their heads gide by 
side with the humblest of Britain’s friends 
on the sidewalk. Inside, sale girls in chiffon 
tea gowns, clever young ladies trying to sell 
motor cars, and frenzied chairmen of booths 
seeking to find workers, all mapees when the 
bugle sounded. Twenty thousand faces 
turned towards the front of the great hail, 
and twenty thousand heads were bowed when 
the Rev. Dr. Manning, Recter of the famous 
Trinity Chureh, read a short prayer in 
memory of England’s War Secretary. Then 
the orchestra played: Elgar’s “ Land of Hope 
and Glorv.” The New York crowd forgot 
to hide their emotions, and, when the tune 
changed to ‘Onward, Christian Soldiers,” 
everyone took up the verse,

Food and Drugs Act.—At the Athy 
Quarter Sessions John Wall, of Clonpierce, 
Queen’s County, appealed against the decision 
of Athy magistrates, fining him £l and 17s. costs, 
for an alieg offence under the Food and 
Drugs Act. The appellant is a milk contractor 
to the Athy Udlion, and, on analysis, it was 
stated the milk had been deprived of 20 per 
cent of its fats. The evidence for the defence 
was to the effect that the milk had not been 
tampered with, and was delivered as it eame 
from the cow. Mr. Holland, V.8., said a 
change of food would occasion the cause of 
complaint. Dr. Monks, who appeared for the 
appellant, read a recent decision of the English 
Court of Appeal, and submitted that an 
analyst's certificate was not conclusive evidence. 
Judge Brereton Barry said he thought the law 
up to this was that all the Court could do, 
when satisfied the milk had not been tampered 
with, was to reduce the amount to a neminal 
penalty. The case heard in the English Court 
of Appeal during the present month altered 
that entirely. is Honour found that the milk 
had not been tam with, nor did the de- 
fendant wilfully, by feeding the cattle in a 
particular way, seek to increase the output at the 
expense of quality. On the authority of that 
case he reversed the decision of the magis- 
trates.
